RE: Approval of Federal SIG Funding for Turnaround Academies

This memorandum outlines staff recommendations for the allocation of federal 1003 School Improvement
Grant (SIG) funds for Turnaround Academies during the 2017/2018 school year. After approval of these
amounts, each organization will submit school-specific 1003 applications to the IDOE. IDOE and SBOE will
review the applications to ensure compliance with federal law and sound justification for the distribution of
grant funds across schools.

Key Changes to Funding Distributions:

As the State Board of Education adopts systems-level interventions for school turnaround and begins to
gradually reduce special funding for Turnaround Academies, it is important that the State maximize flexibility
for LEAs and Special Management Teams to strategically use these funds.

For the 2017/2018 school year, the SBOE will direct a set-aside of 1003 SIG funding to each LEA or Special
Management Team leading efforts at one or more Turnaround Academies. The LEA would then be
responsible for submitting formal grant applications for each Turnaround Academy to the IDOE which

outline how they plan to use the funds in each school.
